t 106, the Regatta water sports carni- 
Aw held each August is the oldest fes- 
tival in the Northwest. 

Its association is considered the oldest in the 
Northwest Festivals Association (whose mem- 
bers include the Portland Rose Festival and 
Seattle’s SeaFair). 

The first Regatta in 1894 celebrated the end 
of a good fishing season on the Columbia 
River and evolved into a five-day extravaganza 
of sailboat racing, gillnet boat racing and other 
water events. 

“You do a festival because you’re proud of 
your community,” Regatta President Michael 
Foster said. “You want it to be good and show 
the best of Astoria.” 

In its heyday, the Regatta was one of the 
most talked about racing competitions on the 
West Coast and it played host to the 1934 
Pacific Coast outboard hydroplane and run- 
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for weeks before and after. It was a who’s who 
event. 


Keep the Regatta spirit alive and 
well by attending events all week 


The Regatta Festival continues to grow and 
change this year. Especially important is atten- 
dance and participation, says Foster. “The 
Regatta is for the community, for everyone.” 

The festivities will be downtown between 
Sixth and 18th streets instead of at the Port of 
Astoria (with the exception of the USS Curts 
and USCG cutter Cowslip tours), “so more 
people can participate downtown,” Foster said. 

Concerts are planned in the Liberty Theatre. 
The city merchants, who have pointed out past 
Regatta festivals at the port didn’t bring 
enough people into the downtown core, will 
benefit. 

Another Regatta change is there will be no 
food vendors this year. Each restaurant down- 
town will put out tables and all merchants 
cater, Foster said.

The Regatta float took first place in the 
Tillamook June Dairy Days parade. Come see 
the award-winning float and many other 
entries at the 2000 Grand Land Parade during 
the Astoria Regatta on Saturday. 


| he Astoria Regatta 2000 float is a mas- 
terpiece. Regatta member volunteers 


put in 175 hours to construct and dec- 
orate it. 

The float is decorated in cobalt blue with 
metallic blue and silver festooning and fringe. 
Twinkle lights illuminate it. Following this 
year’s theme, “Music of the River,” the 
Regatta Queen is seated in a gold water chariot 
pulled by four illuminated gold and white sea 
horses as they skim across the Columbia River 
to the 106th Astoria Regatta celebration on the 
waterfront. Music surrounds the chariot ... 
“Music of the River.” 

Riding the Astoria Regatta 2000 float in 
white and gold Grecian gowns is the Regatta 
Court — 1999 Queen Jessica Nelson and 
princesses Sara Fisher, Natasha Humphreys, 
Vanessa Marshall, Meghan Standridge and 
Wendy Bue. The princesses represent the 
area’s five high schools. 

Astoria Regatta members walk beside the 
float. This year’s float drivers are Troy Basel 
and Dick Garner. Astoria Ford and J. 
Browning Logging loaned trucks to pull the 
float. 

The float is a self-propelled unit that is 30- 
feet long and 10 1/2-feet high and 13-feet 
wide. Chuck Godwin constructed the float, 
which was made entirely new out of last year’s 
float body.

__ The USS Curts is scheduled to arrive 

| Tuesday, Aug. 8, to the Port of Astoria, and 

will be open for tours throughout Astoria 

| Regatta 2000, which runs Aug. 9-13 along 

| the city’s waterfront. The tours are free. 

The USS Curts originally was designed 
to protect open ocean convoys and, after 
upgrades, now is capable of battle opera- 
tions. 

The ship was commissioned in October 
1983 and named for the late Admiral 
' Maurice E. Curts, former commander in 
chief of the U.S. Pacific fleet during World 
War II. Curts’ commander is John W. Riley 
Il. 

Among the Curts’ missions is Operation 
Desert Shield, where the frigate was 
involved in intercepting merchant ships to 
ensure compliance with the United 
Nations’ sanctions on goods being shipped 
to Iraq. 

En route to the Persian Gulf, the Curts 
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rescued 50 Vietnamese refugees from a dis- 
abled fishing vessel, who had been adrift 
for 10 days. 

In January 1991, the ship and its heli- 
copters captured an Iraqi garrison on Qaruh 
Island in the Northern Arabian Gulf, taking 
the island and 51 Iraqi prisoners. That same 
day it destroyed two mines, sank an Iraqi 
minelayer and seized a wealth of intelli- 
gence materials. 

The frigate and its crew 
received the Navy Unit 
Commendation and the 
Admiral Arleigh Burke 
Fleet Trophy for most 
improved command in 
the Pacific Fleet for 
1990. 

The ship also drew

Brookings. Based at Astoria’s Tongue Point, 
the Cowslip services the enormous beacons 
along the Columbia River as far inland as St. 
Helens. 


The crew of the 180-foot Cowslip tends to

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the buoys’ solar-powered lanterns, inspecting 
the chains that connect them to the sinkers, 
making sure they’re in the right place, and 
plucking each one out of the water every few 
years to give it a bath and a new coat of paint. 

The cutter’s biggest test is working near 
the Columbia River Bar, where rough waters 
and breaking bars can toss around 5-ton buoys 
as if they were bowling pins. 

The World War II-era vessel is one of four 
buoy tenders on the West Coast 57 years or 
older. Its crew took the Buoy Fender 
Olympics championship in 1998 and 1999 at 
the West Coast Aids to Navigation 
Conference in California.
